Five separate courses, each having, 
its own night of-the week, will: be. in- 


cluded in the farm radio school which. 


is to be broadcast from, the Michigan 
State College, station WKAR, beginning 
on Monday Jan. 11. 

.The school will run for twelve weeks 
or throughout the months of best radio: 
reception.. Experience of the college 
radio school & year aga showed that 
farmers, as arule, ate too busy with 
spring work after about April 1 ‘to 
listen regularly to radio courses. This 
fact, together with the better reception 
conditions of - the winter: months, 
caused authorities at M.S. C. to bovk 
the school earlier. this year. | 

The plan of the courses will be dif- 
ferent from that of the first school last 
spring. . Instead of devoting one or 


‘two weeks to each subject, individual 


coursés will run through the entire 12 
weeks, one night. each: week being 
allotted to each. - This plan, it. is felt, 


will better serve the needs of both | 
| listeners and broadcasters. 


Subject matter for the five. courses 
and their nights will be as follows:— 
home economics, Mondays; animal hus- 
bandry, poultry and veterinary medi- 
cine, Tuesdays; gardening and hofticul- 
ture, Wednesdays; and farm crops, 
Fridays. The lectures will begin at 
7:15, eaStern standard time, and con- 
tinue until 8 o’clock. From 2 to 4 
speakers will be acheanled for each 
night.

nal, 

The federal employ broke several 
laws and regulations. It isa violation 
of the state Jaw to shoot on a public 
highway. A hawk is one of the most 
beneficial birds and one of the farmer’s 
best friends, daily destroying its weight 
in vermin, and as‘it is useless as food, 
there is no justification io its slaughter. 

As a result of similar wanton slaugh- 
ter of eagles, hawks and owls, all birds 
that justify their existence, the balance 
of nature has beer destroyed: and a 
great increase of rabbits, diggers, goph- 
ers and mice if causing economic loss 
to every farmer in the land.

Two Views 
On Pr Prohibition 


‘National prohibition i is the cause of 
many conflicting emotions. Men of 
great prominence differ widely as to 
its enforcenient and beneficence. Last 
week two prominent Americans took 
opposite. views in the great discussion. 
One of these was Dr. Hudson Maxim, 
inventor of the guo which bears his 
name and- which has. greatly increased 
the efficiency of man in the murder of 
his fellowmen. The other commentator 
on prohibition was Dr. William J. Mayo 
gelebrated syrgeon, whose skil] has 
prolonged the life and eaged the pain 
of thousahds. 

Dr, Maxim asserts that “drinking 
rages have always dominated the earth 
and will always do ga, This being the 
case enforcement of prohibition is a 
crime. The fact that it is a legal crime 

-makes it no less one.” Dr, Maxim 
going abroad for the first time in 
‘tweaty-eight years took his: parting 
shot at prohibition, saying that. one of 
his objects in going abroad was to get 
something to drink. He declared, ‘We 
will have to invent a new human race 
if prohibition is to succeed. Human 
digestion is not so constituted that it 
can function..under modern civilized 
‘conditions without the use of alcohol.” 

Dr. Mayo declared that ‘Prohibition 
-as it now exists is only a process of 
educating the American people to the 
need of prohibition, and an experiment 
leading to the institution of established 
means of governmental! oontrol of in- 
toxicating liquors.’ He‘ says prohib- 
ition is “working toward an end, a good 
end, and therefore I cannot. believe 
that itis a failure.” He further refutes 
the idea of some by saying, ‘There are 
fewer cases of alcoholirm today than in

Pig Survey | 
Wanted By 
U.S. Dept. Ag'l. 


Since there is misunderstanding on 
the part of some farmers in this locality 
as to the usefulness ofthe information 
as to hog production and crop acreages 


obtained from the cards distributed by | 


the rural: mail carriers Postmaster 
Stroebel has requested the Herald to 
publish the following statement furnish- 
ed him by .the United States Depart- 
ment of agriculture. 


These surveys are made with. the |. 


help of the rural carriers, who either 
distribute the cards to a certain number 

of farmers along their routes, with the 
request that these be filled out, or the 
carrier fills out the card himself by in- 
terviewing the farmer. The carrier is 
instructed to get. information from 
farms which will give a good average 
| picture.or sample of farms along a part 
of his route, big and little, good and 
poor, owned and rented. 

If a fair sample of farms is returned 
in each State, figues for these farms 
should: show the same change as all 
farms, It is impossible to take an act- 
ual census enumeration of all farms 
each year, so changes in production 
and acreage each year must be estimat= 
ed from samples. The nearer these 
samples.are to being exact, the more 
correct will be the estimates. 

The need and. value of sych infor: 
mation for indyvidyal farmerg and agri- 
culture jn general hardly need be 
gtressed. Without dependable infor- 
mation as. to agtua] prodyction ‘and 
frends of production hoth of livestopk 
and crops more balanded producti:n 
and better market distribution are im- 
possile, 

The Department of Agriculture is the 
qualified agency to undertake. such 
work, but the accuracy of its estimates 
depends upon the accuracy of the re- 
turns made by farmers. 

The beneficial etfects that such infor- 
mation may have upon priced is shown 
by the level of hog prices during the 
winter of 1924-25 compared to the prev- 
ious winter, The pig survey of June 
and December 1924 showed a decided 
decrease in hog ‘production ia 1924 com- 
pared to 1923. ‘Marketings, however, 
during the winter trom the 1924 ‘crop 
were almost as large as the previous 
wiater, and in December and January 
were the highest on record... In spite 
of these heavy marketing, hog prices 
were‘from $2.00 to $3.00 per hundred 
higher than during the winter before. 
The heavy marketing were: rightly io- 
terpreted as being an early marketing 
of a smaller number of hogs caused by 
a short corn crop and not as indicating 
a correspondingly: larger oymber af 
hogs.
